NOTE: The independent claims have been amended such that they include the limitation "at least a portion of each base 
part is coated in a coating material that is based on a chromium-nickel alloy". This limitation was not previously presented. 
Previously claims 8 and 17 contained the Imitation of the sliding surface and counterslidina surface being coated with a 
coating material based on a chromium nickel alloy. The sliding and countersliding surfaces are on the coupling part, not the 
base part, so the newly added limitation of the coating material being on the base part would require further search and/or 
consideration.. It is noted that a 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection in view of Ogle et al. (Pat. No. US 6.332.588) could be used for 
the independent claims, since Ogle et al. teaches coating an implant with a material (cobalt-chromium-nickel alloy) which is 
based on a chromium-nickel alloy. In the arguments section. Applicant argues that Ogle et al. does not teach coating an 
implant part with a material based on a chromium-nickel alloy. However, it is noted that the claims state that the material is 
BASED on a chromium-nickel alloy. Such a limitation does not preclude the coating material from having additional 
materials, as long as it contains chromium and nickel. . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 41.33(a)).
